It 
was estimated payment of prevail­ 
ing wages would increase the cost 
of work relief by many millions, 
and, conversely, 
would 
militate 
against those on relief work from 
t-’ceking employment in private in­ 
dustry.

Lansing, Mich.**~Feb. 7 .(VP)— In 
an address tonight Governor Fitz 
gerald asked the co-operation of 
every organization and citizen in 
securing an adequate federal al­ 
lotment to provide work for the 
unemployed. 


The governor 
hopes, 
through 
his new 
state 
planning com m is­ 
sion, 
to obtain $325,000.000 to 
spend on public improvements in 
the state, 
He estim ated there arc 
150,000 able men on the welfare 
rolls, and believes that sum would 
give all of them employment for 
a year. 


The governor spoke from a lo­ 
cal radio station. 


“If 
M ichigan’s 
allotm ent 
of 
$325,000,000 
is 
released 
every 
man and woman now on relief and 
able to work will have the God- 
given right to ‘do go,” the governor 
said. 
"Those who cannot work 
because of age or infirmity w il1 
again become the concern of state 
and local government, and may 
n-f»ll rest 
the 
responsibility for 
their care and support with th^ii 
fellow citizens and neighbors ir 
Michigan. 
You w ill note that thh 
program for providing work for 
those who can work and relief fo? 
those who cannot 
wcrk, 
wisely 
makes no provision for those wh< 
can work but w ill not work, 
ii 
the interest of the honest work 
aieu it is high time that we stoj 
the spread of the false theory tha‘ 
the world owes every man a liv­ 
ing, regardless of that man’s will 
Bigness and ability to earn a liv 
ing, but the world owes every mar 
a right to produce and earn hi« 
living,

to

handicapped and unfortunate who 
cannot work.

ernor for six-year terms. 


The new commission would be

Do About Booths 


Expensive alterations to prac­ 
tically every establishment in Es- 
canabu which dispensies 
beer 
or 
liquor looms as a probability as a 
result of the ruling recently 
an ­ 
nounced by the state liquor com­ 
mission, placing a height limit of 
42 
inches 
on 
all 
booths 
and 
screens. So far. no cha/iges have 
been made hero and licensees have 
been waiting to see what 
others 
intend to do. 
On 
the 
average, 
booths in use at Kscanaba average 
about 10 inches higher than the 
I 42 inch limit, and In the case 
of 
iwicker and panelled installations, 
¡reduction in height of 
the 
seat 
backs will be an almost impossible 
task. 


The 
ruling makes it unlawful 
for any high obstructions of any 
sort to be placed in the windows, 
while within 
the 
establishment 
booths, partitions or other 
such 
obstructions must not extend to a 
height of mortj than 42 inches. 


There probably is not a tavern 
in the city that has 
booths 
the 


height of which are not more than 
42 Inches, and if the commission 
decides to carry out t h é enforce­ 
ment of this regulation, practically 
every establishment will have to 
alter its booth 
arrangem ent 
to 
meet the new* requirements. 


The ruling, which will become 
effective on February 15, says: “It 
shall be unlawful for any licensee 
to permit any curtains, 
screens, 
coverings, advertising or obstruc­ 
tions of any sort at the windows 
of that part of his licensed prem ­ 
ises Avhere any liquor is sold or 
served for 
consumption 
higher 
than 4 2 inches from th e floor. 


"In any event an unobstructed 
view from the outside must not be 
prevented, and no screens, shades, 
partitions, booths or 
other 
ob- 
strncliona may be permitted with­ 
in that part of the premises where 
liquor is served for consumption, 
the height of which extends m ore 
than 4 2 inches from tho floor.”

When casting about for a meat 
dish which is economical and dif­ 
ferent, try making a meat loaf In a 
different way, is the suggestion of 
Inez S. Willson, home economist.

fore adding another.

Question 
Is

By Cage Coaches 
All Over

New York i(jip)— “ It's a barnacle 
on basketball.” 


“It’s the greatest scoring play 
ever devlse’d." 


These aro the contrasting de­ 
scriptions of basketball’s perplex­ 
ing ‘‘pivot play” by two coaches 
who not only are among tho na 
tion's most successful mentors but 
who bear the teacher-pupil rela 
tionship to each other! 


Somewhere in between these ex 
tremes of sentiment expressed re- 
upoctively, by F. C. “ Phog” Allen, 
noted Kansas mentor, and Adolph 
Hupp, coach of Kentucky’s great 
teams and former player under Al­ 
ton, lie tho reactions of hundreds 
of other college and prep school 
poaches to whom 
the 
play 
has 
been either a help or a headache. 
And it's been one or tho other to 
almost all of ’em! 


Furthermore, most coaches on 
the “anti” side of the argument 
have their own pet formulas for 
correcting what they call the evils 
«)f the play. 


Exposii sectional Varianc«*« 
Increased intersectional 
strife 
this season 
has 
spotlighted the 
varying sectional reactions to this 
particular maneuver, along with 
other Interpretation differences, so 
that this spring’s meeting of the 
roaches’ association i.q almost sure 
to produce code changes looking 
lo more universal interpretation 
ind playing styles. 


The pivot play— also called Iho 
“post” play and the “ bucket” play Kentucky gamo, that the 
— is the maneuver wherein a piay- 
er, preferably an unusually tall 
and strong fellow, stations him- 
Bolf with back to his basket at or 
inside the foul line, bending over 
to receive passes and either whip­ 
ping the 
ball 
back 
to 
cutting 
mates or whirling to take a one- 
handed (usually) shot iit the hoop 
himself. 


Its 
origin 
traced 
to 
huge 
"Dutch” Dohnert of the original 
New York Celtics— a number of 
whom aro still barnstorming, inci­ 
dentally, under 
tho shamrock— 
the pivot play has gained almost 
universal use in the midwest and 
south in the last five or six years, 
Its adoption growing along with 
the trend 
toward 
“delayed” or 
“set” offenses in contrast to tho 
comparatively old-fashioned “fast 
jreak” style. 


Rupp Would Help Offonci« 


In the Paclflc Coast conference 
and in the east it is not so pi*eva 
It^nt, nor is it much of a factor in 
the Rocky mountain region, where

Rupp referred when he mention­ 
ed “ permitting a different meth­ 
od of defense against the pivot 
man than for any other player.” 
Allen, though, who has been a 
leading spirit in .‘»everal import­ 
ant rule changes, would rule out 
the pivot play, as such, complete­ 
ly. 
Ho proposes making it a tech­ 
nical violation (ball to opponents 
out of bounds) for a player 
to 
station himself anywhere in th© 
foul line, back to basket, and re­ 
ceive a pass from a teammate. 


But one thing practically 
all 
agree on is that m o r e intersection­ 
al play and more 
exchange 
of 
ideas aro needed to evolve univer­ 
sality of rules for the 
growing 
hardwood game.

service plans for recreational de- 
velopment in

forests 


were explained to the 
Develop- 


ment club Monday night in the 
Beach Inn by Robert 
Clayton 


who is in charge of that work 
In the Hiawatha forest. 


"Recreation," Clayton said, "is 


regarded by the service as a ma- 
jor function of national forests. 
Yearly 32 million persons

the forests and this number is 
Increasing because of shortened 
working hours and Increased leis- 
ure time.

"The forest service, under it«

A LONG drawn out fight

A measure, calling for $25.000,- 
000 in state aid to 
supplement 


the primary school fund, was in- 
troduced on Wednesday by Rep. 
Thomas Thatcher, Democrat 
of 


Muskegou county, who was co- 
author with the late Sen. 
Don 


Sias of the 
Thatcher-Sias 
Act, 


passed by the 1933 legislature to 
help the impoverished schools of 
the state. 


The Thatcher-Sias 
Act prom- 


ised $15,000,000 in 
supplemen- 


tary and equalization aid to the 
schools annually, the funds to be 
derived from the sales tax 
and 


liquor revenues. 
Less than half, 


of' £he promised aid was received 
since the law stipulated that the 
schpols were not to receive 
any 


moneys from the sales tax until 
after about $31,700.000 was al- 
located for the support of general 
state, government purposes, wel- 
fare and the universities. 


Rep. Thatcher

that the $25,000.000 in state aid 
be obtained from the sales tax.
